Arrangements for Hie Funeral. 

S/r. Louis, Mo., 18.— Meetings ot ths 
various commitees having in charge the 
arrangements for the Funeral of General 
Sherman in tins city on Saturday, are being 
held daily. The reports and suggestions 
are received and considered, but it is not 
likely that delinks arrangements will be 
made and announced until to-morrow 
afternoon. From advices received from 
cities nnd towns in the surrounding states, 
it is assured Unit a large delegation of 
Grand Army men and Sons of Veterans will 
attend the tueerul. It is also expected that 
a bvrge 'number of newspaper cone.-p indents 
will be !prc.-cnt, and u commit tee bus 
been appointed to facilitate their 
work. Gen. Merril has orranged to place a 
squad of artillery on the levee, and they 
will lire a salute as tho funeral train enters 
upon the bridge across the Mississippi river. 
Another detachment will be placed in 
Avallon piirk, and will lire a salute us the 
procession paasos that point. After the 
funeral s guard will be stationed at the 
grave of General Sherman, to prevent any 
possible designs on the part of the unscru- 
ions, and us a mark of honor. 

To Attend Hit- Funeral. 

Washington, D. (.'., Fob. is.— A special 
train left tiie Baltimoro and Potomac depot 
this afternoon for New York, conveying 
prominent people from this city, who will 
attend Gen. .Sherman's funeral, in New 
York, to-morrow. The party will return, 
to-morrow evening, ufter tiie departure of 
the funeral party from New York for St. 
Louis. The party includes President Har- 
rison, Private Secretary Halford, Colonel 
Ernest, Secretaries Proctor, Tracy, Noble, 
Rush and Blaine, Attotney-Generul Miller, 
Postmaster-General Wannamakor, Asdst- 
nnt Secretary Nettleton, Generals Sohofiold, 
Grooly, Baiohelor, Wright and Moore. Sec- 
retary Noble will go to St. Louis with the 
funeral p irty. Tut War department will be 
represented at St. Louis by Assistant Sec- 
ret.ny Grant. 

TIic Lust l/uoli. 

Nkw YtiltK, Fab. 18. — Thousands of pen- 
p'e took th» ir In 't, look a,, tl;u fv o of the 
nation's dc-ud this afternoon, It w.'s one of 
tho grandest testimonials of respect and 
love that c iuki bo paid to anyone. At (i 
o'clock lids evening the family and others 
of the household iiPBombled in the pa- lor 
and took their final look at the f.ice ot their 
frier..'. Then tho casket was sealed and 
will be opened again only to let tho Rev. 
Thomas Eiving Sherman look upon bis 
father's features, if he arrives In time. 
Arrangements for the family and 
ininiitliate friouds wee completed to- 
night. They, with invited officials, will 
occupy fifty-one carriages and will ride in 
the funeral prnnrfion behind the pall 
bearers uud abend of the president. Dining 
the evening ex- President Hayes accepted an 
invitation of the family to accompany the 
remains to St. Louis. At 10 o'clock to- 
night T. S. Sherman received a despatch 
saying that the Majestic had been sighted 
and would reach quarantine at 11:30 p.m. 
Arrangements had been made to take off 
Rev. T. K. Sherman and he will reach tho 
house at half-past one in the morning. 

He Was u Pioneer. 

New York, Feb. 18. — A meeting of the 
Pioneers of California was held at tiio 
Sturtcvxut House to-night, for Hie purpose 
of passing rt solutions on the do ah of Gen. 
Sherman, who w.is a men. bet- of the associa- 
tion. Mr. Mark Wilber, ex-president of 
tho association, who drafted the resolutioas, 
was unable to attend tho meeting, and it 
was decided to sign tho resolutions to-day 
and send tlieui to the family of ihe deceit sod. 
The members of tho Pioneer Association 
will meet the body of General Sher- 
man at IXshrosses street, and will 
accompany the remains to Perry, a 
place not having been reserved for them in 
the line of march. 

TrnOic nl a Standstill. 

Massii.i.on, Ohio, Feb. 17 —All trains on 
the Wheeling & Lake Erie, east of Bomers- 
ton, have been abandoned. The trains are 
unable to get within 2,5 miles of each other, 
on account of the washout. A bid wadtout 
occurred on the Cleveland, boraine & 
Wheeling road, 20 miles -south of Uhrichs 
vi He. Tiie gravel was washed out for miles. 
Wires are down on Lot ll' roads. Tuscarawas 
river here rose ten inches in one hour this 
morning, surrounding the dwellings in the 
northern part of the city. 

Wheeling Kxpects n nming. 

Wheeling, W. Vo., Feb. 17.— Every- 
body in Wheeling is preparing for a Hood 
greater than any since the deluge of 1884. 
Reports from nil sections of this state show 
heavy rains and small Btrcums swollen. 
Railroads entering t bis city are all blocked 
by numerous land slides, and outside com- 
munication is almost entirely cut off. 

To Coloulic Central America. 

New York, Feb. 18. — The Central 
American Colonization company was organ- 
ized to-night and the following oflicers 
elected : President, John H. Edelman; vice- 
president, F. K. Iirown; secretary, J, E. 
Matthews; a'.'cntH, Hoary DeCosta, M. ('. 
(lallyii, G. H, Model and Max Wendttl. 
Negotiations have been going on for some 
titno with the republics of Hondura, uud 
Guatemala, and very large inducements 
have been offered if one thousand white 
settlers would settle at one time in either of 
these republics. The society claims that 
they have a thousand men in Now York 
who are ready to go if ISO acres of good 



land is given to each of them and their 
transportation advanced. 

A Terrible Pall. 

CHICAGO, Ilia., Feb. 18.— Miss I'lnobe 
Price, aged 17 years, was accidentally 
killed, this afternoon, by falling 
sixty feet down an elevator shaft, 
in the Chamber of Commerce building, from 
the fifth to the ground floor, dames Blaok, 
tho man in charge of I ho elevator, neglected 
to closo tho door. Miss Price leaned for- 
ward to peer down the open well, and lost 
her balance. Site fell to the bottom. Her 
body was terribly mutilated. Black sur- 
rendered to the police, and will be held, 
pending an investigation of his carelessness. 

The Hunger Tiist. 

Johnstown, Pa,, Feb. 17.— It is under- 
stood the danger from the high water has 
passed, and lurtlier damage is not now pos- 
sible. At one o'clock this afternoon Stony 
Creek is station try, and the Conomaugli 
river slowly falling, although the rain con- 
tinues. All industrial establishments are 
closed down, and business is at a standstill. 

Htill railing. 

Pittsburg, Pa,, Feb. 18. — The worst of 
the Hood at this point is now over and all 
danger is passed. Both rivers are falling 
fast. The direct damage done by the Hood 
in the cities of 1'itt-burg and Alleghany is 
estimated at from $1,000,000 to §2,000,000, 
railroads ami mills being heavy sufferers. 
At midnight the river is still falling.

mil Die Kill Ills Father? 

Rochester, N. Y., Feb. 18.— A special 
from Rose, N.Y., states that tho body of 
James Williuin Lumber, aged 72, liying 
near Wayno Centre, was found in bis door 
yard yesterday with four ghastly cuts in 
the skull by an axe found ill ilio house. His 
son QeorgQ baa been arrested on suspicion 
of being the murderer. There was evi- 
dence of a severe struggle in the bouse, and 
the blood bespattered most of the furniture 
in the dining room. 

Burled In Hie Know- 

Denver, Colo., Fob. 18. — A snowslide 
occurred near tho old South Mine, yester- 
day afternoon, which carried away a board- 
ing house ami six men. Three men were 
rescued, ami tho others perished in the 
slide. 

A HlKliulmler's Prlsoacr 

San FRANCISCO, Feb. 18. — A Chinaman 
was found this afternoon lying in Cum Cook 
alley, severely injure 1 anil having n, pair 
of old fashioned handcuffs about his wrists. 
Ha had evidently fallen from one of the 
windows above, and is supposed to h ive 
been imprisoned by the highbinder society 
and fallen out while trying to escape. He 
docs not know who put the cull's on him or 
bow he fell. 

Tried by Lynch Law. 

Jacksonville, Flo., Feb. IS. — Two pri- 
soners, a white man and a negro, who wore 
under arrest for complicity in numerous 
assaults, were t tken fiom iho county jail a" 
Goinsville, late Inst night, ami lynched. A 
mob of 300 or more astembled about mid- 
night, overpowered tho guard, took the 
prisoners from the c.d's, and bunged them 
to trees near by. 

The President's Token or Regret. 

New York, Feb. 18. — Among tho floral 
tributes received at the Sherman residence, 
to-day. was one from President Harrison. 
It consisted of a lied about three feet wide 
by live feet long of lilies of the vdley, with 
a border composed of rotes. In the centre 
was a sabre muds of purple violets. 

.1 Hurlon* Wefeuee. 

Seattle, Wn., Fob. 18. \Y. L. Pencil, 
on trial in Judge Humes' court yesterday, 
for ar<-on, was made happy by a verdict of 
not guilty. Pencil was charged with burn- 
ing his Btore and residence in West Seattle 
in April, 1890, for the purpose of obtaining 
$3,800 insurance money. 

The theory of tho defense in the case was 
somewhat scientific and rather unusual. It 
appeared that Pencil bad been seen late 
at night moving lumber and straw 
near the building, and, when reminded 
of it bv the witnesses, Ormsbaw and 
Stewait, "offered 5500 to If ep the 
matt r quiet. He paid Orenshaw $25 cash 
and gave bis note for the balance, payable 
on receipt of the in-urance money. This 
was reported to the insurance company, 
antl used in tho proBOCUlion of the case. 
Meanwhile Pencil had instituted suit 
Bgnitist tho insurance company for tho 

SOI) on his policies. 

James Hamilton Lewis conducted the de- 
fense, and went on tho theory that Pencil 
was partially out of his mind when be g ive 
his note for t? - 2r> to Bilenoe » witness. Mr. 
Lewib' novel defense was that during the 
war a sudden discharge of artillery 
produced concussion of the brain in Pencil, 
and since that time his mind has been so af- 
fected t hat be is unable to defend himself 
against fear or duress, and bus n.j self-con- 
trol when cowed or threatened. He claimed 
that this type of insanity so disabled Pen- 
cil's mental faculties that he could not de- 
fend himself against the demands of Stewart 
and Orenshaw, the witnesses to whom the 
money anil note were given, and what he 
did in tins regard was the result of an irre- 
sponsible insane freak. Several physicians 
were called to substantial this scientific 
defence, 

The case was tried once before, but tho 
jury failed to agree. The insanity theory, 
however, was not u-ed in tho former de- 
fense. Mr. Lewis nnd Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney MoBrido consumed four hours in 
arguing iho ca'-e, nnd the court room was 
packed with interested spectators. The 
jury was out but about ten minutes before 
returning a verdict, 

Pencil sit. anxiously awaiting bis fate, 
and n*emed overjoyed at tho verdict. At 
fiiHt he tlitl not seem to realize that he was 
a fret; man once more, and he hail to be 
twice reminded of it by his counsel boforo 
ho walked out into the open free air after 
ton long months of confinement behind the 
prison bars. ,

Farrer's Disloyal Document Denounced 
in the Mother Country in De- 
cided Terms.

In High Art Circles. 

London, Feb. 18. — It ia stated that the 
Kaiser has vainly endeavored to persuade 
bis mother not to visit Paris in connection 
with the attempt to induce the. French 
artists to send pictures to the International 
Jubilee Art Exhibition in Borlin. The 
Kaiser is as anxious as the Empress 
Frederick to get the French to participate, 
as it is felt that without the representation 
of the French art the picture department 
would be a failure. The French ambassador 
M. Herbette, stated in a communication to 
the committee that the French government 
could not participate officially in a private 
enterprise, but would be glad if the French 
artists should accept the invitation oddresB- 
eil to them. Ho also expressed a hope that 
tho French artists would send a collection 
of works of art worthy in all respects of 
the Berlin show. It was with a view of 
conciliating the French opinion and 
securing tho participation of the 
French artislB that the Kaiser recently 
invited himself to dine with the French am- 
bassador. The answers received from the 
artists invited have not, however, been sat- 
isfactory ; several of those who excused 
themselves making the declination more ag- 
gravating by hinting that they proposed to 
exhibit in Moscow. Empress Frederick, 
therefore, who is the patron of the exhibi- 
tion, and feels responsible for its success, 
has concluded to go to Paiis herself, and 
makn a personal appeal to the leaders of 
French art to discaid their national preju- 
dices in the interest of art. At latest ad- 
vices from Paris, crowds were gathering in 
the streets to await the arrival of tier Ma 
jesty. and the utterances of many of them 
aroused the apprehension that the widow of 
Frederick would not escape without insult, 
if, indeed the animosity did not take a more 
aggressive form. 

Wild Wind ami Weather. 

Liverpool, Feb. IS.— The White Stur 
line steamer Teutonic, from New York, ar- 
rived at this port to-day, after an exceed- 
ingly boisterous passage, Two of her boats 
were sin ished and one seaman injured.

Yot whatever be tho re- 
sult, it will not alter our policy, if wo ar» 
determined to adhere to the principles of 
Cobdon, It is not because we love tho co!« 
onies less, but because wc love free trade 
more. 

Tiie Chronicle lays that Sir John Mac- 
donald's revelations are likely to turn the 
whole course of tlu elections. It must be 
admitted that the Laurier pa- ty hitherto 
hat! the beat of the trade argument, but if 
the language used in the Fairer pamphlet is 
not " treason," we don't know wdiat is. 

The Standard says that Farrer's defence 
is as curious as it is tame.. It ia well that 
the Canadian electors should know that 
somo members of the Oppositiou are labor- 
ing tor Canada's absorption into the United 
States. While agreeing with Goechen's 
warning that Englishmen can scarcely ba 
expected to exhibit callous neutrality on 
this question, and though wc would regret 
the severance, wo would never fire u 8)101 to 
prevent Canada from annexing herself.

Cou Baker presented the report of the 
Railway committee, reporting the Crow's 
Nest ond Kootenay ruilway bill, with 
amendments. 

Mr. Kki.uk introduced a bill to incor- 
porate tho Kootenuy Lake Telephone Co. 
(Limited). 

TUB RAILWAY AID ACT. 

Mr. Kellik moved "That whereon the 
miners resident in the Kootcnay district 
have expressed themselves grievously dis- 
satisfied with tho effect of certain of the 
provisions contained in tho Railway Aid 
Act, 1890 ; And whereas it is the opinion of 
this House that they havo just grounds for 
complaiut, and thuu the same ought to be 
removed us speedily as possible ; Re it 
therefore resolved, that a respectful address 
bo presented to His Honor the Lieut.-Gov- 
ernor, praying His Honor to take such steps 
as may bo necessiiry for the speedy removal 
ol snch grounds of complaint." 

Hon. Mr. ROBSOM said the whole mutter 
was under negotiation with the representa- 
tives of the railway, most directly affected , 
which would result in modifications and 
concessions as would satisfy every reason- 
able expectation. It had been agreed by 
the company to abandon certain concessions, 
but the Government would give them in 
demnity on fair and just lines for doing 
so. 

Mr. Keli.IR said, after tho explanation 
of the Provincial Secretary he would with- 
draw his motion. 

Hon. Mr. BkaybK objected to this with- 
drawal, as the miners in the Kootenay dis- 
trict had expressed themselves as utterly 
dissatisfied with many things Which the 
Government had done. He would move an 
amendment to the cifect that in the opinion 
of this House, whereas the miners resident 
in the Kootenay District have just grounds 
of complaint, against the policy of the 
Government, to grant to railway corpora- 
tions the right to exact percentages' on the 
products of the mines, and reserving Iarae 
blocks of land f or railway purposes, the 
same ought to ho removed. 

The Speaker ruled that the amendment 
was out of order, the motion having been 
withdrawn. 

After some discussion as to the right of 
the member to withdraw the motion, 

Hon. Mti. BeavBN withdrew his amend- 
ment, and the motion was also withdrawn. 

On motion of Mr. Brown, tho Bill to in- 
corporate tho Order of Oblates of Mary Im- 
maculate wus road a second time. 

In moving the second reading of the 

rUUI.IC SCHOOL ACT, 

Hon. Mu. Konsos said that the system of 
education in British Columbia, so far, was 
one of which the province had every reason 
to bo proud. In proportion to her age, 
population and revenue, more money wus 
spent hereon common school education than in 
any province in the Dominion. The system, 
indeed, wus the most liberal on the contin- 
ent. The condition of the province being 
very different to others, it was only natural 
that the system should also bo different. 
The province of Ontario had an excellent 
educational system, but to apply it hero was 
utterly impracticable. It had been felt for 
years past that the cost of public schools 
was growing beyond the means at the dis- 
posal of the province. It was now growing 
at tho cute of 12 per cent, per 
annum, until it had reached $158,- 
000. It was now necessary to 
discover how the burden could be lightened 
and the work be carried on as effectively. 
Several years siuce he (Mr. Rob«on) hud in- 
troduced a measure to place one-third of the 
cost of these schools upon the cities of the 
Province. That had been described as the 
thin edge of tho wedge, and tho present bill 
proposal to give that wedge another top so 
as the more readily to place a good free 
common school education at the disposal of 
•very man's child. There was an additional 
reason why it hail been deemed advisable 
to levy more of the cost of the schools upon 
tho four cities, they having expressed a de- 
sire to have more to do with tbe control of 
their own educational matters. It was also 
proposed to place educational matters under 
the Goveruor-in-Council — tho Government, 
iu fact. Under the present system, it had 
been charged that he (the Provincial Secre- 
tary) hud inn the schools us a political 
machine, and that every _ teacher 
must be a' tool. While he gave 
this charge a most emphatic denial, 
be said he thought it was better to place the 
responsibility on the shoulders of the 
Government and remove the prejudices 
which had been raised. It was for the gen- 
eral interest that the schools should bo 
placed upon tho broadest shoulders, this 
being calculated to increase public confi- 
dence and to lessen the grounds of personal 
attack. Ho proceeded to review iho new 
sections of tho uct, in many of which the 
practice was followed as in New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island. He 
bid always held that school teachers should 
have an appeal from the decision of trustees, 
who, though as a rule they were prepared 
to do the right thing, occasionally did tho 
reverse. When two out of three concluded to 
"tire" — or rather dismiss— a teacher they 
damaged him in a very serious way. He 
(Mr. Robson) had known cascii in which 
teachers were dismissed because the would 
not board in a certain house or "spark" 
a particular girl. Protection was therefore 
due to the teacher in thin particular. 
He did not suggest that the Council should 
have the power to restore a teacher to his 
position io tlie same school, because his use- 
fulness would bo gone. But, if tho Council 
found that a teacher had a " clean hill of 
health," it was only fair to place him in a 
proper position. With respect to the pro- 
vision for a Normal school, it did not follow 

that Such a School Would be established at 

onco ; but bo long as British Columbia had 
not such an institution she was placed at a 
great disadvantage, and was at the mercy 
of the other provinces. Nothing, lie as- 
sured the members, would be done in this 
direction without, consulting tho House. 
This bill, ho pointed out, placed the Super- 
intendent more directly under tho Council 
of Public Instruction. With respect to 
Teachers' Institutes, so fir, they hud been 
under no supervision, and he deemed it no- 
eob ury, under existing circumstance, lo 
place thorn under statuory regulation. With 
regard to School T-'iistets in cities, tho ex- 
ample of Nova Scotia and Now Bruns- 
wick hud been followed, their con- 
ditions bring much like our own. 
He justified tho appointment of trustees 
by the <! ivernmcnt, ami tho oiviq authori- 
ties on tho score of tho contributions made 
by both. He denied that the appointmont 
uf trustees by the Government and tho cor. 



poration was a retroijrade Btop, adding that 
the experience of recent elections inVictona 
showed that the voto was in no way an ex- 
pression of the community. He held that un- 
der the proposed system there would be u 
fur better expression of public opinion on 
tho school trustee question would add to 
tho interest felt in the municipal elec- 
tions. In some of the other provinces, 
though the Government only paid one- 
third of the teachers' salaries, they appoint- 
ed a majority of the boa.rd. Here, on the 
contrary, though the Government contrib- 
ute one-hulf of the expense thoy only ap- 
pointed three out of thu seven trustees. 
Mr. Robson criticized some of the 
criticisms of the Act by certain 
editorB of newspaper, who, be said, 
assumed to know everything, but 
in their writings only exhibited their 
utter ignorance. He went on to show how 
the Government would, through the House, 
be responsible to tho people for the appoint- 
ments they made or their methods of school 
administration. In connection with the 
new burdens that, under this bill, would be 
imposed on the city municipalities, the 
revenues to bo surrendered by the Govern- 
ment would, if properly administered, be 
nearly sufficient to cover the additional 
costs. In working out the scheme the Gov- 
ernment hail discovered that difficulties had 
arisen as to the establishment of schools in 
certain districts because of local disagree- 
ments as to the site. In consequence several 
years had in more than one case elapsed 
before it had been possible to open a school. 
Besides there were, under certain circum- 
stances, endeavors to establish schools at 
remote corners of school districts. It had, 
therefore, been considered necessio \ to 
leave such cases in the hands of the Council 
of Instruction ond for this provision iiad 
been made under section 49. In section , r >0 
there wus the following provision: "Tho 
trustees shall, upon notification from tho 
Council of Public Instruction, of tho ineffi- 
ciency or misconduct of the teacher, give such 
teacher thirty day's notice." Mr. Robson ex- 
plained that while sometimes teachers were 
" hail fellows well met" with everyoao in 
their neighborhood, they were not fitted for 
their positions. In some instances 
trustees had not moral courage sufficient to 
dismiss them and, therefore, the Govern- 
ment hud taken to iUelf the power 
to step in. This power, he assured 
the House, would not be abused. 
It was exercised in Ontario and Manitoba 
by the inspector who hud full power to 
suspend a teacher, giving him the reasons 
for such suspension. But, instead of fol- 
lowing this course, it was proposed under 
this act to vest that power in the highest 
authority in the laud. Mr. Robson conclu- 
sively justified clause 56, that "no certifi- 
cate should he given to any person as a 
teacher who docs not furnish satisfactory 
pronfB ot good moral character, and satialy 
the Board of Exuminera that he is a fit and 
proper person to he granted a certificate. 
He further explained that it was now pro- 
vided that all teachers who have taught, in 
tho public schools of the province for fifteen 
years should be entitled to a renewal of 
their certificates without examination. This 
simply did away with the present provision 
that the teacher must have 12 years' con- 
tinuous service before being eligible to be 
treated in this way— a condition of things 
which had, in the past, stood in the way of 
not a few teachersof the highest qualification 
After making further explanations, the min- 
ister announced that tho Act would come 
into operation on the ,'iOtli June next, but 
nil trustees acting as trustees under this Act 
would continue to uct as such under this 
Act for the same term as they would have 
acted had this Act not come into force._ No 
doubt there would be considerable discus- 
sion on this Bill, which,[he repeated, would 
not involve much further expenditure 
in the municipalities at present. He con- 
cluded by saying that the time had come— 
and such was the general opinion— that the 
larger cities should contribute more than 
at present to the cost of common school 
education. He held it to be the duty of 
the state to provide that no citizen's child 
should be allowed to grow up without the 
advantage of a free common school educa- 
tion. Towards this the cities should con- 
tribute in a higher degree, particularly _ in 
view of the superior advantages which 
they enjoyed. 

Hon. Mil. Bf.avls declared that the con- 
sensus of opinion throughout the province 
was t hat the desire of the Government was 
to centre the entire school system in the 
Provincial Secretary, and this bill was an- 
other step in a similar direction. The Coun- 
cil of Public Instruction was tbe same old 
guiding stir as the pre.ent. no mutter what] 
the change of name might be. The reason 
why the people took so little interest in | 
these matters wus because of the paramount 
influence of the Government, It was, he 
contended, monstrous that the Government 
should deprive the people of their power 
and centralize it in an irn sponsible board. 
Moreover, if the Government found men suf- 
ficiently degraded as to uecept appointment 
as trustees, they would lie only 
the figureheads of an irresponsible 
executive council, and be liable to dismissal 
at any time at their good will and pleasure, 
while there would bo a superior power be- 
hind them which could dismiss teachers at 
any moment. The trustees ought to be 
elected by the people whose money they ex- 
pended and he responsible to them. The 
Bill was undoubtedly retrograde, retro- 
gressive und not in the interest of education 
in this province. Its only object was to 
throw expense on the municipal govern- 
ment, and to centralize power in tho execu- 
tive council. If power were taken from tho 
people they would, it was certain, manifest 
no interest in school politics. At present 
there was a miserable squabble over a mat- 
ter of S r > between the Government and the 
city of Victoria, which had brought matters 
to a dead-lock. The facts seemed to be that 
the Government wished to make 
school trustees sycophants, and those who 
were the greatest sycophants could receive 
the most favors. Until recently the school 
system of tho province had been the best on 
the continent, but such was not now the 
case, the true plan being to increase the 
powers of the people. In the present bill 
the only feature of decentralization was in 
that of expense. 

Mu. Booth favored tho bill and expressed 
hisastonishment.it. tho position taken by 
the leader of the Opposition. The Govern- 
ment, which supplies the greatest part of 
the revenue, ought, to have a voice in the 
expenditure of that money, and the same 
with the municipal authorities in the cities. 
Having endorsed some of tbe new features 
of the "bill, he said he should vote; for the 
second reading. 

Mu. BROWN contended that this bill 
should he discussed From a uon-partizun 
point of view. The education of tbe pro- 
vince was costing a large sum of money and 
from every aspect of the case the subject 
was of the highest importance, lie did not 
object to a cerium amount of autocratic 
power being vested BOlUOwhei ill connect ion 
with the management of school mutters ; 
but tho most important nutter seemed to 
him not to have been taken up. He held 
that the Superintendent or someone else— 
non-political— should have, as bis duty, the 
management of our public schools and 

should visit all parts of the province to 
acquaint himself with the condition of

To the Electors of Victoria 
City and District, 

GENTLEMEN— Ah promised in my reply to 
your magnificent requisition asking mo to stand 
for re election as one of your representatives in 
tho Dominion House of Commons.I now lay be- 
foro you my views on tho main questions of tho 
day affecting this district and tho Dominion. 

I will first say that I como before you as a 
supporter of Sir John A. Macdonald and bis 
party. I do so bocauso 1 bellovo him to bo by 
far tho ablest statesman Canada has, and that 
tho policy he is following is tho right one, and 
tho only one that can raiso Canada to tho high 
position amongst nations which sho is bound to 
take If properly governed. 

Slnco being a mombcr of tho Houso of Com- 
mons I havo seen that it is uttorly useless being 
an Independent. So long as tho Government cf 
tho country is carried on on party linos, so 
long must a man adhere to either one sido or 
tho other. An lndopondont mombcr has no 
weight with cither party unless the Govern- 
monto 1b sustained by a very narrow majority 
indeed. 

There aro of course occasions when minor 
questions allocting a particular district or 
provinco como np, and on which a mombor 
feels that lie must voto ngainst his party for 
the good of his constituents, but on all strictly 
party questions, affecting tho Dominion as a 
whole, a member must bo true to \\U party. 

I hold that a man should mako up bis mind 
beforo entering political life as to which party 
ho is in sympathy with, and then stick to 
them. If every man was to consider himself 
free to voto as he might think best at tho 
moment on every question that curao up. no 
man. however clever a statesman hu might bo, 
could carry on a government for a week. 

I am strongly In favor of reciprocity with 
the United Suites in boiiio natural products, 
such as coal, fish, I umber and ores, but 1 am 
decidedly opposed to unrestricted reciprocity, 
08 I llrnily believe that Canada would then 
again becomo a slaughter market for the over- 
production oLihe American manufacturer, and 
thereby many of our now thriving manufac- 
tories and industries would bo hopelOESly 
ruined, carrying distress and poverty to thou- 
sands of our now happy and prosperous 
mechanics and artisans. 

I deprecate tho conduct of tho leaders of 
the Liberal party in lowering the dignity 
of Canada by begging for reciprocity from the 
United States, as they havo been doing lately. 
Lot the Amor cans llrsl show thoir willingness 
to meet us on a fair basis ; and, if they do that, 
I have no doubt, that mutual advantages will 
accruo from any negotiations undertaken. As 
yet, there is no authority to show that thoy 
have ever shown the slightest disposition to 
open the question at all. Unrestricted re- 
ciprocity with the United Suites, would neces- 
sarily mean discrimination in laritr against 
England. This tho Mother Country would 
never stand, and still continuo to give us tho 
benefit of her protection. 

Wo must then either abandon tho project alto- 
gether, or throw ourselves into tho arms of 
Uncle Sam, as wo are not strong enough to 
protect ourselves. Are you ready to do this ? 
I for.one am not, and I trust 'and believe that 
comparatively few in Canada aro. Tho land in 
Canada is every bit as good as in tho United 
States. Her peoplo are just as intelligent, in- 
dustrious and independent. Then why not let 
us remain under tho British Flag that 1ms pro- 
tected us bo long, and by our own exorlions 
and energy and onterprlso build up in tinio a 
nation just as great, just as powerful, and 
just as wealthy as our southern neighbor. 

lam very much dissatisfied with the small 
amount of money expended by the Dominion 
Government on Public Works in British 
Columbia and moro particularly in Victoria. 
Seeing that thin city alone pays considcrably 
more than one million dollars por annum into 
tho Dominion Treasury, I think no ono can 
deny that we should get a great deal more in 
return than wo do. 

I have endeavored In thu past u. rvu'isdj this, 
but I am sorry to say with but parlial succes?. 
If, however, I am again honored with your confi- 
dence I shall continuo even moro strunuously 
than ever to urge upon the Government I ho 
necessity of placing larger sums upon tho esti- 
mates for Victoria. 

Amongst tbe many improvements urgently 
required 1 may mention a now Post Office and 
Custom House. Those arc badly needed owing 
to the immense increase in trade and popula- 
tion that has taken placo hero during tho past 
few years. A largo expenditure is also needed 
in our harbor. I have repeatedly brought the 
above matters beforo tho Government, and 
have received assurances which I trust in tho 
near future may bo acted upon. 

I shall, if elected, givo my hoarty support to 
tho members for Nanaimo and Now VVostmin- 
inlnster Districts in any endeavor thoy may 
make to havo more lights, beacons and buoys 
placed on our coast . 

I shall alHO continuo to urge upon the Govern- 
ment the paramount necessity of their insert- 
ing a clause in any charter given to any subsid- 
ized lino of steamers running either to China or 
Australia, making it imperative that they call 
at Victoria on every trip. 

I shall again brim; to tho notice of tho Gov- 
ernment the necessity of increasing tho pay of 
Konio of tho civil servants in this Pro- 
vince. It is manifestly unfair to pay 
the snnie salaries hero that they do 
in Eastern Canada, where living is so very 
much cheaper. It is, to my mind, offering n 
premium on dishonesty and is degrading the 
public service. It is an insult to ask educated, 
intelligent men to work for less than a Chinese 
laborer demands. Tho fact that moil are 
found who aro willing to tako tho positions, is 
no argument in its favor. When men are hard- 
up they will take almost anything in order to 
uet food for their families, but that is no reason 
why the Public Treasury should bonotlt by 
their misfortunes. 

1 am in favor of a subsidy being granted by 
tho Dominion to the Victoria, Saanich ami New 
Westminster Railway Co., and shall, if elected, 
continuo to urge the Government to make a 
substantial grant for that purpose. 

Tho Chinese question is ono of grave 
moment. I shall uso my best endeavor.- 
to havo the anti-Chineso clause inserted in all 
charters granted to companies who an: as- 
sisted by subsidies either of land or mono; 
from the Dominion Government. If tbe present 
por capita tax is found not to bo sufficient to 
stay tho tido of immigration. I shall favor an 
increased tax. 

Believing that tho Victoria Trades and 
Labor Council is composed of men capable ol 
taking a dispassionate view of tho subject, ant 
who have a thoroughly prnotlcal knowledge 
ol the question, and also that thoy directly rep 
resent the great body of men who are most iif 
foctcd by this class of labor, I shall on all occa- 
sions be very largely guided by their wishes in 
regard to this subject 

Tho time has arrived in my opinion who 1 
tlin Dominion Government should 1» 
urged to assist in building another dry dock at 
Eaqulmalt, By far the befit place for a now 
dock is alongside the present ono. Itcnnbl 
built cboapor than nnywhoro olso, and can in 
run moro economically than olsowhero, as to- 
same B'.air and same engine) and pumps now 



usod for tho orcacnt dock could bo utilized for 
tho now ono. I shall uso my best efforts to 
havo this matter favorably rcportod upon. 

In conclusion, allow me to Bay that if you 
deeido to again placo mo in tho proud position 
of ono of your representatives, I shall, on all 
occasions, both in and out of tho Houso of Com- 
mons, endeavor toact in such a mannor as to 
reflect credit on tho constituents, thooitvaml 
district which I shall have the honor to repre- 
sent.

Ono of tho moat important questions to b« 
dealt with by the now Parliament will un- 
doubtedly bo "Our Trade Relations with tho 
United States," anil as othing bus taken 
place in their legislation to make me bolievu 
tho Protective Policy of thoir Government will 
bo abandoned, nor has any circumstances 
nrison in tho Dominion of Canada which make- 
it necessary or prudent to abandon or disturb 
in any material way, or to any great extent, thu 
reasonable system of protection to oar indus- 
tries, which tho country has time and again 
declared for. and under which sho boa pros- 
pered and is prospering.

I would also ndvoeato that all steamers sub- 
sidized by tho Dominion Government shall 
call at the port of Victoria, both on their in- 
ward and outward ti ipa, to land malls, pas- 
sengers and freight. 

I will do all in my power to preserve t lie 
rights of our citizens in the Beh'rlng's Sea. 

If you do me tho honor to return mo us your 
representative, you may roly upon me, both in 
tho House and out of it, to uso my best efforts 
in tho interest or this Province, and this Dis- 
trict in particular.

A meeting of the City Council was held 
last night, His Worship the Mayor presid- 
ing, & full board being present. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

Hall, Ross & Co.— informing tlio Council 
that their mill was now in running opera 
tion and open to inspection. Deferred. 

Job™ A. Friond— calling attention to the 
bid state of Elliot street, it being almost 
impassable. Street committee. 

•Alexander McCaskill— stating thak work 
on Chatham street had been suspended for 
over a month, and that ko could not get a 
tenant for his house, on which account he 
should hold the corporation responsible. 

Joseph Phoenir— referring to a block of 
land 44/10U of an acre on Fairfield street 
which, with $50, he offered to tho cor- 
poration so as to have tho road improved. 
Street committee. 

John Cox— asking to withdraw his tender 
for sidewalks on uccount of a slight mistake 
which he had made in hiB calculations. 

It was stated that no cash deposit having 
bean received this tender was not in order.

On motion, toatlers for a box drain on 
Menzies street were opened as follows : —

rock ; H. IL Mucdouald, 5795. 

The tenders were reterred to the Street 
Committee and City Surveyor with power 
to award the contract. 

On motion of Aid. Smith a By-Law to 
establish street grades was read a Brst 
time. 

Aid. Smith moved tho second reading of 
the by-law to appoint, a Street Commis- 
sioner. 

In answer to Aid. Coughlan 

Aid Smith said, that it was not the in- 
tention to appoint a commissioner at pre- 
sent, ns the committee had only 30.000 at 
their disposal, for roads, streets and bridges. 
N T o appointment would lie mude unless the 
Street Loan by-law were passed. In that 
event, everything would go on in its proper 
course. 

The Mayor said the streets wanted a 
great amount of attention and * commis- 
sioner would lie doing an immense amount of 
service if only to sec to it that the streets 
wore kept in good condition, particularly 
by those who had made excavations. An 
enabling by law was what was wanted 
lather than the definite one now before the 
council. 

Tho consideration of the by-law was de- 
ferred. 

Tho reading of tho streets and water 
works by-laws was deferred until Wednes- 
day night. 

Aid, Konouf suggested that before con- 
sidering any further by-laws the opinion of 
the City Barrister lie obtained us to 
whether or not newly brought in outside mu- 
nicipalitis were entitled to vote on by-laws 
for loans, and whether or not the corpora- 
tion had n right to hypothecate their prop- 
erty for such objects. 

The matter of tho representation of tho 
new districts in tho council being brought 
up, Aid.

The contract for sidewalks was awarded 
Mr. Bowen, Mr. Cox having withdrawn his 
tender. 

AnVKRTlSINfl THE CITY. 

The Printing Committee, in the course 
of their report, suggested the follow- 
ing : " Your committee are of 
the opinion that it is desirable 
that a book similar to that entitled "Ta- 
coma Illustrated," published under the 
auspices of tho Tacoma Chamber of Com- 
merce, 1890, be published and issued by this 
City in conjunction with the Board of Trade. 
That the book bo of similar size and bind- 
ing, equal to it in printing and lithographic 
work, and equal to it in every other respect. 
That not less than ten thousand copies of it 
be issued, in consideration of which this 
Council jointly with the Board of Trade, 
guarantee the publishers the sum of four 
thousand dollars, in consideration of which 
sum the publishers are to furnish to the 
City Council and the Board of Trade, 
jointly, four thousand copies free of charge. 
And we make this recommendation with 
tho stipulation that the book shall be a 
" l^cal production as far as practicable.' 
That proof sheets bo tuhmitted to you 
Pr<»ting committee from time to time, am 
(he! all reading matter to be inserted ahull 
be submitted to your Printing committee 
for approval or rejection. We should recom- 
mend that the Board of Trade be informed 
of this recommendation, and that the work 
be commenced forthwith," 

On motion cf Aid. Holland the report was 
adopted. 

Aid. McKilliean, on behalf of the Electric 
Light Committee reported that they were 
not in a position to give a reply to the pro- 
posals of the Thomson Houston Co., inas- 
much as they had a street lighting by-law 
before them. 

The report was adopted. 

Aid. Smith submitted the report of the 
street committee appointing constables 
Haw ton and Levin second and third s«r 
gnants, und Alex. Hardy, — Hildreth, M. 
Hooper, J. H. Hartley and Tbos. Palmer, 
constables. It was also advised that ten- 
ders be called for clothing, boots and caps, 
to be in net later than Tuesday. 

After some discussion, the report wus 
adopted, Aid. Holland remarking that the 
Chief of Police had formally recommended 
for the second sergeantship a person other 
than the one appointed. 

The report of the Sewerage Committee 
that channel pipes be obtained from the 
B.C. Terra Cotta company, and also making 
other recommendations was adopted. 

The Sanitary Committee were authorized 
to purchase a horse, cart and harness. 

The Sewerage Committee report was 
adopted and an amendment to the street 
by-law defining the respective duties of the 
City Engineer and the Building Inspector 
was read a first time. 

The Councel adjourned at 11 o'clock.

A TRAITOR KNA i'l-L 

Such treachery as was exposed by Sir 
John Macdonald at the meeting in Toronto, 
on Tuesday evening, appears to be almost 
incredible. What is to lie thought of the 
Canadian w ho would deliberately suggest to 
the American Government ways ef injuring 
Canada in order that its inhabitants might 
bo forced to sue for annexation. The Can- 
adian who could advise the authorities at 
Washington to cripple Nova Sootiu's coast- 
ing trade by taxing the Canadian ships 
trading with the United States heavily, must 
be tho meatiest and mo=t mercenary wretch 
alive. Nova Scotia places great dependence 
upon her shipping. Comparatively pom- 
men have shares in vessels thut do much of 
thi carrying trade between the United 
States and other countries. A heavy ton- 
nage tar would deprive tbotn of much of 
their profits, and make it exceedingly diffi- 
cult for the small shipowners to support 
their families in comfort. The sneak who 
advised this course was a hcprtless scoundrel 
as well as a despicable traitor and renegade. 

Who would ha vo supposed that tho threat! 
to suspend the coasting privileges enjoyed un- 
der treaty by Canadian railways entering 
the Atlantic states, were suggested by Can- 
adian traitors? Such a suspension would do 
very serious damage to the two great Cana- 
dian lines, and inflict injury and l"Ss on a 
very largo part of the trading and agricul- 
tural communities of Canada and the 
United States. But as long as the purposes 
of the traitorous faction which employed the 
writer of the document that the Premier road 
it! the meeting were serve !, they evidently 
did not c ere a straw what injury was done lo 
the commerce of the country, or w ho suf- 
fered. 

For our part we oannot imagine how any 
man, even an annexationist who ha I a 
spark of honesty in his composition could 
tako such a course as was indicated in Ihe 
revelations made by Sir John Macdonald. 
An honest annexationist would naturally 
want to make as gootl a bargain as he could 
with tho Americans. Ho would scorn to 
put any part of the country in such a posi- 
tion that its inhabitants would 
he glad to accept. annexation on 
any terms. He would not con- 
spire with Americana to injure any pro- 
vince of tho Dominion or to hurt any Cana- 
dian interest or enterprise, 

Every upright and honorable man in the 
Dominion, or in the United States, no mat- 
ter to what party he may )>»lnng .>r what 
his viewu may ho on political subjects, must 
heartily despise, the treacherous wretch who 
would plot with foreigners to injure the 
country lo which liu owes allegiance. We 
trust that Canada does not contain many 
men capable of BUch baseness. 

It must be clear to every one that tho party 
which employs traitors to show foreigners 
how they can best tako Canadians at a dis- 
advantage deat rves,not the support, but tho 
contempt and the execration of every souttd- 
lioarted Canadian, Wo do trust, for the 
credit of our country, that the number 
who Lave taken part in this foul conspiracy 
will b« found to ho exceedingly small. Wo 
await, but not patiently, further revela- 
tions. 



sions are illegal. If that is the case tho 
matter has already " been brought to a 
trial." Would it not ho better far the 
minors to respect the decision of the judge, 
until it is either reversed or con- 
firmed by a higher authority. Wo 
are told that the Wellington 
strikers are peaceful and law-abiding. 
Both Mr. Keith and Mr. Forstcr have given 
them this character in theHouse of Assembly 
and elsewhere. It is for them now to show 
that they deserve the reputation that 
has been given them by their friends 
and advocates. It is not tho part 
of peaceful and law-abiding citizens to 
act in open defiance of what the high- 
eat legal authority in tho province 
declares to he the law. The Union Miners, 
wo presume', do not claim to know more 
about the law than the Chief Justice. Tho 
right thing for the miners lo do is to discon- 
tinue the processions until an authority sup- 
perior to the. Chief Justice decides that they 
are legal. This, it seems to us, is a matter 
about which there need be very little doubt. 
There are able lawyers in tho province, who, 
if applied to, would give the men sound ad- 
vice on the subject of those parades. If 
after getting the opinion of meh 11 lawyer, 
the men think that the processions are not 
contrary to law, they can test their legality 
in tho courts. No good object can be gained 
by setting the law at defiance. 

The Government, we understand, has 
been petitioned by the inhabitants of 
Wellington to enforce the law with respect 
to tho processions. It is the Government's 
duty to see that the law of t ho land is en- 
forced. It has no choice but to act. It 
must proceed against those wdio take part 
in those processions when culled upon to do 
so. Now, is it right for the Union miners 
to force this unpleasant duty on tho Govern- 
ment 7 We are quite sure that they will 
not strengthen their cause with the pub- 
lic, or in any other way, by persisting in a 
course which they have reason to believe is 
illegal. We are certain that they will 
not give up anything that is really wort h 
contending for, if they desist in going on 
with tlie demonstrations complained of until 
it is settled by the proper tribunal whether 
they are legal or not. We do trust for the 
sake of the Union minora themselves and in 
the interest of good order and good govern- 
ment that the men wilt listen to the counsel 
of moderate and sensible men, and leave all 
disputes to he settled by the constituted 
authorities in the regular way.

THE POLICY OF INGRATITUDE. 

It cannot be denied that part of the price 
which Canadians are required to pay for un- 
restricted recipiocily with the United 
States is discrimination in trade against 
( Jreat Britain. A little thought shows that 
this must follow as a matter of course. If 
wo open our territory to American commo- 
dities of all kinds, and if the custom bouses 
on the frontier are all pulled down, there 
would bo nothing to hinder Canadians 
taking into the United States goods from 
all countries. If Canada's tariff were ten 
or twenty per cent, lower than that of the 
United States, it can readily be seen that 
the An ericans who wanted cheap foreign 
goods could import them by way of Hali- 
fax, Victoria, Montreal and other Canadian 
seaports. There would be thousands upon 
thousands of Americans, traders and others, 
who, to save twenty, or even ten, 
per cent., would come to Canada to 
purchase their goods. There being 
unlimited free trade between the two 
countries it would be impossible to distin- 
guish between British goods and Canadian 
goods. In fact it is absurd to suppose that 
our neighbors would begin to try. They 
would make as a condition of reciprocity, 
that the two countries should have but one 
tariff and that tariff would, of course, be 
the Amcrictm one. 

Then Canadians would see American 
cottons and woollens, and i on and slcel, and 
hardware and machinery, and a hundred 
other commodities of American growth and 
manufacture coming into Canada dutj free, 
whim Brilii-ll cottons and woollens, and in n 
and steel, and hardware and machinery, and 
almost everything British could not come 
into Canada without paying enormously 
heavy duties, This would be indeed a nice 
state of things. Canadians calling them- 
selves British and living under the protec- 
tion of Great Britain with her immense 
market open to them for everything 
that they could not sell in the 
States, permitting the goods of a foreigner 
to come in its free as air and keeping 
cut nearly all British products by ,. tiriff 
which is the next thing to prohibitive. 
What would Canadians think of themselves 
if they treated the Mother Country in such 
an unnatural ami ungrateful way'.' How 
long would British connection last under 
auch circumstances: We will let en 
Englishman, and a Radical at that, nnswer. 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain in a speech which 
he madoat Islington some time ago, speak- 
ing of such a policy us the advocates of un- 
restricted reciprocity arc now asking the 
country lo accept, a policy which would 
'•give 11 preference on every article of 
manufacture to the United Slates over 
(Jreat Britain " he said : " In that case, all 
the advantages of the ..lender tie which 
still binds Cunod 1 to tin's country, as far as 
we (Englishmen) are concerned, would 
di appojr, and it is not likely that lh.0 
people of ( beat Britain would continue very 
lunch longer to sustain the obligations and 
responsibilities of a connection, all the 
reciprocal benefits of which bad been with- 
drawn. " 

Those wdio think that this would rot hap- 
pen must believe that tho people of Eng- 
land are made ,->f different material, and 
have a differoct natura from ourselves, 
How would Canadians teol ami how would 
they act under such circumstances? Would 
they not be const rained to exclaim : 

" How sharper than a serpent's tooth, it is, 
To have a thankless child." 
And would thoy not hasten to sever con- 
nection which was no longer one of affec- 
tion and mutual goodwill t We can 



imagine Oieat Britain parting with Canada 
regretfully, but with feelings of regard and 
respect, when she becomes strong enough to 
take her own part and circumstances im- 
peratively require her to take her place in 
'he family of nations, but if she were lo net 
i ac part which she is now asked to do by 
some Canadians wo can fancy tho Mother 
country contemptuously and indignantly 
repudiating her, bidding her for the future 
to go her own way. And the shame of it 
would be .that Canadians would deserve to 
be treated by the Mother Country as aliens 
who ilid not deserve the privileges they had 
so long and so thanklessly enjoyed. 



EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

It is cheering to see that the enterprising 
men of New Westminster ore not crushed 
by the misfortune with which they lone 
been visited. They are proving that they 
possess the coinage and the perseverance 
for which their countrymen are everywhere 
noted, and they have faith in their city and 
in the province. The ashes of the build- 
ings that were consumed have had hardly 
time to cool when they aro preparing the 
foundations for larger and better structures. 
This is how a country is built up. As long 
as British Columbia can boast of men who 
are not easily disheartened, who cheerily 
set about repairing damage as soon us it is 
sustained, it is bound to go ahead and to 
prosper. 

The Oregonian shows very clearly that 
when there is a bargain to be made between 
the United States and Canada it docs not 
belong to tho class of "arrant fools." It 
Eees that it would not be in the interest of 
the United States to have unrestricted 
reciprocity with the Dominion of Canada 
and at the same time leave Canadians at 
liberty to frame their own tariff. In an 
article on the Canadian elections, in its 
issue of the Kith, it says : 

" Reciprocity when it comes must bring 
with it the abolishment of every custom- 
house on the Northern frontier, and the 
raising of the Canadian tariff to a level of 
our own. " 

Here is another witness whose testimony 
goes to show thut reciprocity with Canada 
is considered by Americans to mean un- 
limited free trade and an assimilation of 
tariffs. 

The amendment to the Land Act intrc- 
daced by the Hon. Mr. Vernon, makes very 
little change in the law as regards the 
actual settler. Tho preemptor gels his 
land at a dollar an acre with a long time to 
pity it in. The new law- too, allows the 
actual settler to he six months in the year 
absent from his holding, to earn money to 
pay for it. The object of the law is evi- 
dently to discourage the purchase of agri- 
cultural lands for speculative purposes. 
While it does this, it places the hard 
working settler in a relatively much bettor 
position than be was formerly.

affairs and thus increase the interest in 
educational affairs. In this way the depart- 
ment would he removed from politics. 
There had been great complaints because of 
a political head and Jthus had rendered it 
possible to make the subject a stalking horse 
for the politicians. It would increase the dig- 
nity of the Superintendent were he made the 
active head of the entire system aside from 
politics. He did not desiro to say that the 
Government were now seeking to force any- 
thing upon the country, but he wished to 
give his own viows us well as those of 
others with whom he had <-oiisiileroil on tho 
subject. With regard to the trustees in 
cities, he did not wish to say that all of 
them should be elected, but he thought that 
those who represented the people should be. 
He believed that the reason so little inte- 
rest was taken in the election of school 
trustees, was the methods of voting and the 
neglect of going to register. He proposed 
in cities to let the citizens elect live out of 
the seven trustees, in the same way as the 
Mayor was elected, Tho Govern- 
ment to appoint two otherH. As to 
the removal of Trustees by the Government 
it would not, he was satisfied, he of thuse 
created by the people, while in the case of 
those appointed by the Government, ho did 
not think that, considering their accounta- 
bility, tho Government would not be dis- 
posed to remove them except for cause. As 
to the rural districts, perhaps the Govern- 
ment were right in desiring to extend the 
same system as to tho cities, but the time 
had come for some change. He felt that in 
certain localities there were too many schools 
whose establishment had been necessitated 
by local jealousies. Moreover, the curricul- 
um should be more simple. Because of its 
extent subjects were only half taught. He 
did not approve altogether of free high 
schools. He rather favored freo technical 
schools, and in the case of high schools, 
a fee should be charged in every instance. 
Tho weight of reason and justice was in favor 
of keeping down cost as much us possible 
without impairing efficiency. The conclu- 
sion at which most people must urrive at 
present was that whilo the scholars hail a 
wide range of education they had not been 
taught to apply it. He advised tho doing 
of all possible to keep the people themselves 
in touch with the schools, He further ob- 
jected to the clause disqualifying clergymen 
from being school trustees— just as if they 
were dangerous men. 

Hon. Mh. Turner reviowed the speech of 
tho leader of the Opposition, holding that 
the present Billwis more liberal to the touch- 
ers than the old one. With respect to tho 
appointment of trustees by the Government, 
ho had neglected to say that they 
had allowed the Councils of the cities to ap- 
point their own trustees. The Council 
were elected and were supposed to repre- 
sent the ratepayers. 'Therefore, they were 
the people to appoint the right kind of men 
as trustees. The power of the Government 
to remove trustees only applied to the 
trustees appointed by them. He claimed 
tB.it the trustees had full powers for all 
practical purposes, and expressed his plea- 
sure to hear the member for New 
Westminster hold that High school educa- 
tion ought to ho paid for. 

Mil. Smith advocated the claims of the 
schools in the interior, and deprecated the 
immense number of subjects in which schol- 
ars wero instructed — none of them very ef- 
fectively. The fact was that many elrlil- 
reu were able to talk learnedly and ]iu3s 
successful enamiuationa on presented sub- 
jects, but outside wero unnblo to answi p 
tho simplest question. On the whole, tho 
present bill would suit tho requirements of 



the people of tho interior much better than 
the old one. 

SkmLIN moved tho adjournment of the de 
butc which was carried.

^hA strikes the Iron ad He Blows 
the Bellows. 



The Woman lllacksmlth of Hoxbury, 
HUM,— How She Assists lilor Aged 
Hatband— Ail Irish Girl's De- 
votion unci Muscle. 

Who Is there in Roxbury, asks the 
Boston Oloho, wbo husn't hoard of old 
"Hill" Gorrity, tho blacksmith, who for 
forty years has worked tho bellows and 
pounded tho anvil in his little shop on 
1'remont stroot, noar tho Mission 
church? 

If you haven't hoard of "Bill" you 
euroly have hoard of his wifo, who 
stands at tho anvil all day and, with 
sturdy strokes, swings tho hammer and 
fashions tho iron, suppln under the boat, 
while her husband assists hor. 

"Bill," as ho is familiarly callod, is 
one of those old sottlors nrtaose face and 
form havo boeoroo, as it wore, ono of tho 
old landmarks of old Roxbury, so rich in 
itscoterio of oldest Inhabitants, whilo 
his littlo shop stands to-day, as it did 
forty years ago, undismayed by tho 
prosonoo all around it of modern build- 
ings, which make its erudo outlines 
stand out more forcibly and shows its 
ago by comparison. 

If you ask "Bill" how old bo is ho will 
toll you ho is sixty years, but if you ask 
one of tho old sottlors ho will tell you 
that according to his "rockonin"' Bill 
must he "nigh on to ninety years." 

If "Bill" was a picturesque character, 
insomuch that his occupation as village 
blacksmith rondorod it proper to so 
characterize a man in time conn by, he 
was rondorod mom so when two years 
ago ho startled his friends by taking to 
tbo altar a buxom lass of thirty-five 
summers. 

It was only about a year previous that 
death had taken from him his first wifo, 
who had lived to the raro old age of 
ninoty-oigbt years. 

"Bill's" new spouso was a stout girl 
named Hannah Mclvers. Sho is about 
six foot tall, with a physique that many 
a strong man would envy. She was 
horn in County Loitrem, Ireland. 

Whoa "Bill's" first wifo died there 
wore many stories floating around 
among tho rogulation gossips concern- 
ing the wealth that she had left behind 
hor in hor littlo apartments over tha 
blacksmith shop. According to tho 
Rtories she was ono of those people who 
are said to deny themselves tho pleas- 
ures of lifo and hoard up in mysterious 
hiding-places bags of yellow gold, and 
in tho still hours of night lind consola- 
tion in fondling the shiny pieces. 

Somn believed those stories, for it was 
woll known that tho old blacksmith 
worked early and late at his forge and 
always bad lots of work to do. Ho was 
known to be of a saving disposition, and 
it was said that his wife, having passed 
tho allotted threescore and ton line, de- 
termined that, when hor somewhat 
younger husband should lind himself 
alone and boot down with the results of 
hard work, ho would not want for plon- 
ty to eat or a place to lay his head if 
money could procuro them. 

According to tho stories that have be- 
como a chapter in the "Old Settlors' 
Biographical History of Events from 
I'ersonal Knowlodgo," when sho died 
thero was groat oxcitement on tho 
"Hill." Sho had loft relatives of vari- 
ous generations, and it is said that, sev- 
eral thousand dollars having been dis- 
covered, a good many people shared it 
besides the old blacksmith. Since then, 
owing to tho offocts of competition, 
"Rill" has not dono tho rushing busi- 
ness ho did formerly, and then, too, ho 
is notable to work as hard as before. 

Hisprosont wifo learned of thischange 
of affairs and without standing on cere- 
mony sho went to him and volunteered 
to work at tho forgo and save the ex- 
pense of his hiring a helper. "Bill" 
only laughed athor, for, besides being a 
littlo doubtful of borability in that line, 
ho had too much chivalry to permit it 
Hut she persisted in hor entreaties to bo 
permitted to take her place at his side, 
and at last he. reluctantly consented. 

The blacksmith shop is a little story- 
and-a-half structure opposite tho big 
ledge, known as McCarthy's ledge, on 
the hill near the. Mission church on Tre- 
mont street. Until recently the ledge 
lias boon worked by a large force of men. 
and Rill depended on them mostly for 
his "jobs." Ho had almost, tho exclusive 
charge of sharpening tho drills used by 
tho "ledgers," and the work was of a 
heavy character. Since the introduction 
of steam drills '• Bill " has not had so 
much to do as before, but he sharpens 
(lie now drills, though it requires much 
more skill and labor than sharpening 
ordinary tools. 

Tho first day that his new wife stood 
at the anvil and swung the hammer 
'• Rill " was convinced that sho could do 
what sho claimed. From that day out 
she has stood by his side, never demur- 
ring, hut. working cheerfully and well. 
"Rill "blows the hollows aiid handles 
the iron, and after it, is properly heated 
ho holds it on the anvil while his wife 
hammers it. into shape under his direc- 
tion. 

People used to (lock around every day 
and watch them work, but tho novelty 
soon wore off. and the woman blacksmith 
became a fixture in Koxliury, attracting 
no unusual attention. 

IJeutli Attributed to Pickles. 
Tn commenting on a recent case of 
death attributed by a coroner's jury to 
the notion of pickles which had been 
eaten a short, time previously, the Lon- 
don Lancet says: "There was here an 
evident connection between the alleged 
cause and its effect, but seme further 
explanation is certainly desirable. Not- 
withstanding the naturally stimulant 
property of these condiments, this is. to 
our mind, insufficient in itself to ac- 
count for fatal choleraic diarrhoea. The 
facts of tho case are much more sugges- 
tive of the introduction of some irritant 
poison. The vinegar of pickles has fre- 
quently been found to contain metallic 
impurities, notably copper, derived from 
the vessels used in their manufacture. 
Corrosive sublimate and other irritants 
havo also been dot: (Hod, ami the pres- 
ence of some BUCh mischievous addition 
should probably be blamed in this euso 
for the fatal issuo."

A WOMAN PRIVATE. 

tie Account of a female Soldier oi 
the Revolutionary War. 
Among the applications filed forinom- 
borship in the Sons of the American 
Revolution at a recent meeting, says a 
letter from Washington, was on.' which 
contained the details of a veritable ro- 
mance. Prof. Gilbert Thompson, who 1 
on his father's side is dosconded from a 
private revolutionary soldier, also claims 
descent from a private soldier on his 
mothor's side, this soldier being Deb- 
orah Sampson Gannett. Herein lies 
the romance. In an affidavit made by 
her when sho relinquished her invalid 
pension and received the benefit of the 
act of Congress passed March IS, isos, 
she testilied as follows: 

"Deborah Gannett, of Sharon, county 
ot Norfolk, district of Massachusetts, 
makes oath that sho served as a private 
.soldier uiuler the name of Robert Shurt- 
leff, in the war of the revolution for 
upward of two years, in the manner fol- 
lowing, viz.: Enlisted in April, 1781, in 
the company commanded by Captain 
Ceorge Webb, in the Massachusetts 
regiment commanded by Colonol Shcr- 
pord, and afterward by Colonel floury 
Jackson, and served until November, 
ITS;:, when she was honorably dis- 
charged in writing, which discharge is 
lost. She was at the capture of Cornwal- 
Hs, was wounded at Tarrytown, and 
now receives a pension from the United 
States." 

In January, 1792, sho petitioned the 
Legislature of Massachusetts ami stated 
that from zeal for the good of her coun- 
try sho was induced, and, by tho name 
of Robert Shurtloff, did. on May 'JO, 
1783, enlist as a soldier in the continent- 
al service for three years in the Fourth 
regiment: was mustered in on the 23d 
of the same month; was wounded and 
continued in tho service until dis-i 
charged by General Knox at West I'ointl 
October 25, 17S3. In accordance with j 
this petition a resolution was passed | 
January 29, 1702, signed by John Han- 
cock, and she was paid thirty-four 
pounds, tho note bearing interest from 
October 1703.
